In the libel ¿nit of W. A. Ray against 
the Times the first witness called yester­ 
day was W . G. Miller, the reporter who 
wrote the article. He testified that he 
was in the office of Leater F. Scott when 
he heard of the alleged relations between 
the banker and the blonde. 
He wrote 
the article and submitted it to the city 
editor, who referred it back to h iu for 
further corroboration. 
He made in­ 
quiries as to the standing of those from 
whom the information came, and so far 
as he could learn they were respectable 
people. 
He so reported and the article 
was published. He did not know Colonel 
Ray at the time. 
W illard, of the Crown Villa hotel, was 
then recalled. He told of a visit Ray 
paid the hotel May 27, 1889. It was a 
Sunday afternoon. 
He went to Mrs. 
Nichols’s room and closed the door. The 
witness put his ear to the keyhole, bat 
could not hear what was said. 
Mr. Huggins was recalled. He said he 
had seen the banker and the blonde often 
on the street together. 
He told of one 
particular day when they had stood 
together for B o rn e time talking, the young 
woman holding the banker by the lapel 
of the coat. 
He had Been them a dozen 
timeB in all talking together on the 
streets. 
On cross examination Mr. Williams 
attempted to make it appear that the 
witness ought to have told all this ou the 
previous day, but he said he did not tell 
it because he had not been asked. After

the attorney had 
not 
drawn 
out 
all be knew. 
He was again subpoe­ 
naed and had now told it all. 
W. A. Spalding, city editor of the 
paper, was recalled. 
He was asked if at 
the time he had published the story he 
believed it true, but objection was made 
by the plaintiff’s attorneys. 
Mr. W hite 
said he offered this not as justification of 
the publication, but in mitigation, if any 
damage had been done. As a mitigating 
circumstance the answer was admitted, 
Mr. Bpalding swearing that he published 
it because he was convinced of its truth. 
Here the defense rested their case. 
In rebuttal the plaiutiff called Dr. A. 
H. Davis. He knew Mrs. Nichols. He 
thought her reputation good. She was 
a patient of the doctor’s. He visited her 
twice on the 22dof February. 1889. 8he 
was sick in bed. 
She wa3 unable to be 
up. It was not a physical impossibility 
for her to have gone down to the bank 
that day, but it was very improbable that 
she should do so. 
She was suffering 
from inflammation of the uterus and 
ovaries. ’ It wa* a bad case. 
The deposition of Dr. Richard Jacob 
More was introduced to much the same 
effect.

suffering 
from 
chronic 
disorder of the uterus. 
The organ 
bad 
Buffered 
displacement, 
and 
it 
was inflamed in the lining. 
She could 
not have become preguant under the cir­ 
cumstances, and as a matter of fact she 
had not bsen pregnant while she was 
under his care. 
Gaorge B. PoBt, bookkeeper of the 
bank over which Ray presided, was 
called with his ledger. 
He showed that 
Mrs. Nichols had done business at the 
bank from November 10th, 1887, until 
about the time she had left Pasadena. 
In that time she had deposited $25, $ti00, 
$135, $1,000. and $90; total, $1,835 
Mr. Post further testified that on a bank 
holiday in the early part of 1889 a lady 
called at the bank during the afternoon. 
Colonel Ray admitted her. 
Post stayed 
nearly an hour, and when he left the 
bauk Ray aud the lady were still there. 
Post did not know h e r; but she was not 
Mrs. Nichols, whom the clerk knew well. 
He could not fix the day, excepting by 
saying that February 22d was the only 
bank holiday occurring at that tim e of 
the year. 
Mrs. Ray was then called. 
H er name 
is 
Susan 
C. 
Ray. 
She married 
Colonel Ray twenty-seven years ago last 
October. It was in 1862. They lived 
two years 
in 
Delevan, 
Wisconsin, 
twenty-two years in Chicago and the rest 
of the time in Pasadena. 
She recalled 
May 27, 1888. It was the birthday of 
her youngest son. They always cele­ 
brated the birthdays of their children. 
They did so on this Sunday. There wan 
a dinner, which was finished about 2 :30 
in the afternoon. 
She could not fix the 
events of the day later than about that 
time, but she thought Ray had been at 
home all the afternoon. 
Colonel Ray was recalled. He 
membered M«v 27, 1888. 
He had gone 
to church in the forenoon with Mrs. Ray 
or her sister, probably the latter. 
They 
returned about 1 o’clock. The birthday 
dinner followed. It was nearly 3 before 
it was over. 
He remained at home all 
that afternoon. 
He also remembered 
the afternoon of February 22, 1889.

was at the bank. 
He remembered a 
lady

see him . 
She 
stayed nearly

hours. She was Mrs. Burge, of Chicago. 
He had known her and her husband 
many years. Mrs. Burge was stopping 
in Lob Angeles at the time. 
She drove 
out with a gentleman whom Ray did not 
know. He did not meet him . 
W hen he 
returned for Mre. Burge, Colonel Ray 
was watching at the window for him, 
told Mrs. Burge her carriage was there 
and saw her to the door. 
He first met Mrs. Nichols on the after­ 
noon of February 8, 1888. 
She came to 
the bank to make a deposit. 
He did not 
speak to her. 
In M arch following 
he

with 
her. 
He 
saw 
her 
once 
at the Crown Villa. 
He went there to 
ask for P. R. Prescott, who had given 
Ray music lessons and who owed the 
bank money on a note. 
Prescott had 
been at the East and had recently re­ 
turned. Ray went to call on him in 
half social, half business way. 
The 
guests were at dinner when he got there 
and he waited until dinner was over and 
many guests had gone up stairs. 
He 
then went to the room he understood 
Prescott occupied, but did not find hii 
As he came back through the hall he 
m et lire. Nichols going to her room. He 


She then asked him to go to her room,ae 
she wanted to look over her book ac­ 
count, in which she thought there wae 
an error. 
He went. 
She gave him her 
bank - book, 
and 
he 
found 
two 
checks 
stuck 
together 
from 
being 
placed on the spindle. 
He palled them 
apart and exolained to her, and then de­ 
parted. 
He was not in the room above 
five minutes. 
He had visited the Clark building.kept 
bv Mrs. Green, first one evening to in­ 
quire about a Mr. and Mrs. Shephard, of 
Chicago, about whom Mrs. Hobbs, of 
this city, had written. The letter of 
Mrs. Hobbs was introduced and read. 
He saw Mrs. Green only on that night. 
The Shepherds were not there. 
H e 
passed this lodging-house after, as it lay 
directly oetw eenthe bank and his house. 
He purchased grain for bis horses in a 
store on the ground floor. 
He called an­ 
other evening in relation to a note Mrs. 
Nichols had which she wished him te 
collect.

LIBRARY 
MATTERS. 


T h e C ir c u la t io n o f H o o k a S t e a d il y 
I n c r e a s in g . 
The Board of Directors of the Los An­ 
geles Public Library met yesterday after­ 
noon, President G. A.. Dobinson in the 
chair, and Directors J. Mills Davies, F . 
H. Howard, E . W . Jones and H . J. 
Hanchette, and the librarian, Miss T. L. 
Kelso, present. 
The librarian reported that daring the 
month of February 1,200 new books and 
19 periodicals had been placed on the 
shelves, th at the circulation amounted to 
9,805 for the month ; that there were 678 
active members, and that 179 periodicals 
were regularly taken. It was shown that 
the average daily take of books had in­ 
creased from 330 in January to 350 in 
February, 
which, 
considering 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
library 
was 
as 
yet 
not 
large 
enougti 
for 
Loa 
Angeles, was 
demonstrated 
to 
be 
a remarkably good showing. The report 
was received and filed, as also were the 
reports of the auditing and book com­ 
mittee as to the work done during the 
past month. 
Director Howard stated that there was 
an inadequate amount of room >or those 
who desired to use the library for refer­ 
ence purposes, and he offered a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that the directors’ room 
be set aside as a reference room ; that a 
portion of tne Government documents 
he moved to the attic so as to make room 
for the reference works, and that the 
Council be a&ked to set aside a portion of 
the attic for UBe by the library. The 
resolution waB adopted and tiie clerk in­ 
structed 
to 
communicate 
with the 
Council. 
After discussing several other m atters 
connected with the library management, 
the board adjourned.

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THE WHALING CASE. 


The Jury Finds Defendant 
Not Guilty. 


TBSTIMONY FOE THE DEFENSE. 


A N ira b e r of Witnesses Give Mr. 
Whaling: a Good Reputation 
fo r Peace aud Q iiet. 


T he trial of the charge of disturbing 
a school preferred against School D i­ 
rector W haling was resumed before Jus­ 
tice Lockwood yesterday m orning, a por­ 
tion of w hich was taken up with the ar 
gum ent over the m otion of defendant’s 
counsel to dism iss for want of sufficient 
evidence 
to 
warrant a 
continuance. 
This m otion was overruled, and the first 
w itness exam ined for the defense was 
Judge O’M elvenev, w ho stated that he 
had known Mr. W haling tw elve years, 
and during that tim e he had never heard 
his character for peace and quiet dis­ 
cussed. Judging from his observations 
of Mr. W haling from the bench witness 
thought he was of an excitable nature 
and that at tim es he becam e warmed up 
and indulged in som ewhat wild gestures. 
W itness had never seen Mr. W haling 
when he thought he w as intoxicated, but 
he never was close to him , being on the 
bench and Mr. W haling on the floor of 
the conrt. 
Captain 8. Haley testified that he had 
known Mr. W haling intim ately for fifteen 
years, and knew his reputation for peace 
and quiet, which was good. 
W itness 
had never known him to quarrel, and 
Mr. W haling's reputation for sobriety 
was good. 
He had been in Mr. Whal­ 
in g’s office frequently and knew him aad 
his habits w ell. 
W. D. Gould stated that he had known 
Mr. W haling a good many years and had 
an office in the sam e building. 
They 
generally m et each other several tim es a 
day when going out and in the building. 
W itness saw him tw ice on the 14th of 
February, once about 10 o’clock in the 
morning and again at 4 p. m . 
He wan 
aober each time, and w itness knew his 
reputation for peace and quiet was good. 
In speaking, Mr. W haling was apt to be 
em phatic, and he waB slightly deaf. 
On 
cross-exam ination w itness testified 
that he had never known Mr. W haling’s 
reputation discussed except siDce elec­ 
tion. and he did not remember what was 
said then. 
Enoch Pepper testified that he had 
known Mr. W haling for a year. 
H is 
repntation for peace and quiet was good, 
as also was his reputation for sobriety. 
Mr. W haling had his peculiarities, which 
he had noticed when Mr. W haling was 
addressing a court. 
H e often became 
excited and gesticulated a good deal aud 
appeared as if he were intoxicated. This 
was not so, however, but only the result 
of a nervous temperament. 
J. C. Hannon, a farmer at Savannah, 
said that he had known Mr. W haling 
tw elve or fifteen years. 
H e m et de­ 
fendant on the 14th of February, about 
noon, just after he said he had returned 
from 
the 
Spring-street school. 
Mr. 
W haling was sober then to ail appear­ 
ances. 
On cross-exam ination 
witness 
aaid that he knew he had m et Mr. 
W haling som e tim e betw een noon and 
3 :30 o’clock, because he left on the 3 :55 
train for Savannah. 
Sam Ham ilton testified that he had 
known Mr. W haling tw elve or fifteen 
years, ind had never heard his reputa­ 
tion for peace and quiet or sobriety ques­ 
tioned. 
H e m et defendant on the 14th 
of February two or three tim es. 
He saw 
him between 12 and 1 o’clock and at 5 
o’clock. 
On neither occasion was there 
anything to indicate a state of intoxica­ 
tion. 
W itness 
also stated that 
Mr. 
W haling had peculiarities; that he was 
excitable, and it did not take m uch to 
get him excited. 
On cross-examination 
Mr. Ham ilton said that defendant’s man­ 
ner on these occasions was snch as would 
make the children laugh—in fact, it was 
apt to make them think he was about to 
fight. 
P. Tomany stated that he had known 
Mr. W haling a short tim e. 
Defendant 
w as at his house between 7 and 8 o’clock 
p. m. on February 14th. 
Mr. Whaling 
w as then perfectly sober. 
Constable Clem ent testified that he 
saw Mr. W haling on the 14tn of Febru­ 
ary, about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
H e saw nothing about Mr. W haling to 
indicate that he was drunk. 
H e didn’t 
pay particular attention to him . 
Major Horace Bell testified that he 
had known Mr. W haling for fifteen years 
and had never heard his reputation for 
peace and quiet questioned. 
Mr. W hal­ 
ing was in the nabit of visiting wit­ 
n ess’s office two or three tim es a day, 
and defendant had called attention to 
the fact that he had seen him between 4 
and 5 o’clock on the 14th of February. Mr. 
W haling was not under the influence of 
liquor then. 
W itness stated that Mr. 
W haling had a tragic w ay of expressing 
him self. 
Colonel C. C. Allen testified that he 
had seen Mr. W haling in the Times office 
at about 4 o’clock. 
H e didn’t think Mr. 
W haling was drunk at the tim e. 
Hon. J. Marion Brooks stated that he 
had known Mr. W haling eight or ten years, 
and had never heard bis reputation for 
peace and quiet discussed. 
H e knew 
Mr. W haling had a defect in his hearing 
which caused him to speak loud. 
He 
had a nervous tem peram ent, and was 
excitable. 
In speaking he gesticulated a 
good deal. 
The only offensive thing 
Mr. Brooks knew about Mr. W haling was 
that he staid on the Board of Education 
It was stipulated that th e testim ony of 
Mr, McFarland should be admitted to be 
the sam e as that of Colonel Allen. 
The defendant then took the stand 
and stated that he was a member of the 
Board of Education. 
H e had gone to the 
school because he represented the Eighth 
ward and he had promised he would at 
tend to the duties of the office. 
Having 
promised he considered it his duty to 
carry Mb agreement out, so he went to 
th e school for the purpose of keeping an 
obligation of honor. 
Som e tim e before 
he had offered a prize of $10 to a class for 
the best essay. 
The cifer had included 
a class in the Sand-street school, which 
had withdrawn from the contest. 
He 
then went to the Spring-street school 
to 
m ake 
a 
different 
arrangement 
and as there was a new teacher in the 
room he did not tell her who he was. 
H e was not in the habit of telling teach­ 
ers who he was. 
H e wanted to catch on 
and see what was going on. 
After de­ 
tailing the occurrences in this room, 
which he said were abont ae Mise Wright 
stated, 
Mr. W haling stated that the 
children laughed when he finished his 
speech. 
H e thought he was in this 
room at abont 2 :20 p. m . 
H e found this 
class took up at 1 o’clock and was about 
to dism iss, and this h e though t strange. 
H e didn’t like this. 
Leaving her room, 
h e tried to get into another room in the 
yard and found this closed. 
This irri­ 
tated him and he w ent into the main 


building and visited Miss 
r®J™» 
w hen the occurrences detailed by Mies 
Joy took place. 
He left th.e room 
*t recese end went inlo “ i»s 
Ben- 
goagh’s 
room. 
H e 
hsd 
known 
Miss Bengough for ■ long tim e *nd 
be talked to her a few momenta pleas­ 
antly. 
Mr». BrsdSald wss there and 
asked him how he liked the drawing. 
He replied, “ I like it a little too much, 
and then he told her she was drawing too 
much salary. 
H e also told her that if 
he found anything wrong he would have 
it investigated. 
Mrs. Bradfleld then in­ 
vited him into her room to see some col­ 
ored chalk. 
They then left the room, 
and in going through the hall he saw the 
janitor sweeping dust irom the stairs 
above on the children who were walking 
in. 
H e didn’t like this but he went into 
Mrs. Bradfield’s room, where she showed 
him her note book to let him know how 
much she 
had to do. The 
second 
item 
on 
the 
book 
showed where 
she 
was 
to 
teach 
teachers 
how 
to draw. 
H e 
didn’t like this, and 
indignantly took his hat and left the 
room because he was astounded, and be­ 
cause Mrs. Bradfleld had told him he 
was filling his pockets.

The cross-examination of Mr. W haling 
occupied a considerable portion of the 
afternoon session, but nothing of im ­ 
portance was developed. 
Mr. W haling, 
in response to questions, said that he 
was in the habit of taking a glass of 
wine every morning, but he did not 
think he had taken more than one that 
dav. 
In rebuttal, Mrs. Bradfleld testified 
that she had not invited Mr. W haling to 
go to her room with her and had not 
seen any one sweeping in the hall as 
they passed through. 
H . N. Crist, the janitor of the Spring- 
street school, testified that he did not 
sweep the school at the tim e mentioned 
on February 14th. 
This closed th e taking of the testi­ 
mony, and it was submitted to the jury 
after argument. 
The case was argued 
for the people by Mr. W. E . Dunn with 
a great deal of ability and eloquence,and 
by M essrs. Stephens and Peyton for the 
defense. 
The jury, after a short deliber­ 
ation, brought in a verdict of not guilty, 
and Mr. W haling was discharged. 


T H E POLICE BOAKD. 


S a lo o n L i c e n s e s t h e M a i n T o p i c o f 
I t s S e s s io n . 
The Police Commissioners m et yester­ 
day afternoon, Mr. Dexter in the chair, 
and Messrs. C ollins, Knox and Lewis 
preeent. 
The Chief’s report for the month of 
February was received and ordered filed. 
A comm unication was received from 
the City Clerk enclosing the dem and of 
J. C. McMenomy for $26.10 for work per­ 
formed on the old city hall, and th e pe­ 
tition of W. H . Roper asking for a return 
of part of his license for No. 26 W est 
Second street, he not having started 
business until the 24th day of December, 
1889, but having paid $50 at the begin­ 
ning of that m onth. 
The demand was 
laid over for a w eek, and, on motion of 
Mr. Knox, the board recom mended to 
the Council that a 
rebate of twenty- 
three thirtieths be m ade in the license. 
The petition of 8. T. Anselm o for a 
transfer of his license was referred back 
for the consent of the property-owners. 
The application of Theodore Lob man for 
a transfer of license was granted. 
The application of R. R. Brown for a 
transfer of license was denied, and on 
motion of Mr. Lewis, tbe permit was 
revoked altogether. 
In tbe matter of the application of 
Joseph Virgil for a permit to open a new 
saloon, the Chief asked for farther tim e 
before making his report, and the m atter 
went over for another week. 
Clerk Robinson reporten that he had 
paid $15 into the police reward and char­ 
ity fund of the city treasury, as instructed 
by the boaid at its last meeting. 
A protest was received from J. 8. Grif­ 
fin et al. against the granting of a trans­ 
fer from J. H . Knief, and placed on file. 
Clerk Robinson announced to the board 
that the ordinance relating to tho ap­ 
pointment of a janitor in the old city ball 
was now in force, and on motion of Mr. 
Lewis, on the recommendation of the 
Chief, the 
present incum bent ttcipio 
Thompson, was unanimously appointed 
to the position of janitor. 
A petition was received from Rev. 
Father J. Adam, Rector of the Cathedral 
of St. Vibiana, asking for the appoint­ 
ment of F elix Netcleton as special police­ 
man at the Calvary cemetery. 
On m o­ 
tion of Mr. Knox the petition was granted 
and Nettleton appointed on the under­ 
standing that he would not receive any 
pay for his services from the city. 
The Chief suggested that stars be 
made for the special officers, somewhat 
different to those worn by the regular 
force, and that each recipient of one of 
these stars be required to deposit the 
sum of $5 with the secretary of the de­ 
partment, which should be returned to 
him when the star was handed in again. 
After som e discussion the board, on m o­ 
tion of Mr. K nox, recommended to the 
Council that th e Chief be vested with 
the proper authority to purchase tw elve 
special stars at a price to be determined 
upon hereafter. 
In th e matter of the petition of J. A. 
Muir, assistant superintendent of the 
Üoutaern Pacific Railroad Company, the 
chief reported verbally that he had in­ 
terviewed Mr. Muir, of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, and Mr. Parsons, of the 
Southern California Company, and ar­ 
ranged with them to have an officer at 
their depots on the arrival and departure 
of their main line trains, and that both 
gentiem en expressed them selves as per­ 
fectly satisfied with such an arrange­ 
ment. 
On motion of Mr. K nox the re­ 
port was concurred in. 
Mr. Knox gave notice of his intention 
to move an am endm ent to Rule 42 at 
the next m eeting, to the effect that in 
future no officer will be entitled to leave 
of absence except at the pleasure of the 
board. 
Tbe Chief stated that a num ber of 
saloon men had m ade inquiries as to 
whether or not they would have to close 
their places on the 13th, 14th and 15th 
inste., the days set for the special elec­ 
tions, as these were not political elec­ 
tions and the probabilities were that 
there would not be any excitem ent over 
them . 
Mr. Knox m oved that it be the 
s*mse of the board that all the saloons 
d ose on those days, but Mr. Collins 
argued that it would be a great hardship 
upon the saloon keepers and suggested 
that the matter be left to the discretion of 
the Chief. 
Mr. Knox retorted that his 
colleague was always trying to shift a 
little responsibility upon som e one else’s 
shoulders, and a breezy tilt ensued be­ 
tween tbe two members. 
Mr. Lewis 
stepped into the breach, however, and 
said that if tbe law said that the saloons 
were to close, that settled the matter, and 
suggested that the words “ in accordance 
with tbe law” be added to Mr. K nox’s 
motion, which was done and the motion 
prevailed. 
Mr. Dexter then handed the following 
resolution to the clerk for the approval 
of the board: 


W h e r e a s , It is well known that our 
city íb abundantly supplied with places 


where intoxicating 
liq u ra 
are sold; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, That no new licenses b# 
granted by this Board of Police Com­ 
m issioners until after January 1st, 1891. 
An ominous silence followed tho read­ 
ing of the resolution, which was broken, 
however, by Mr. Lew is, who said that 
he would have to m ove that the matter 
be laid upon th e table. 
Mr. K nox said 
he failed to understand the resolution, 
whereupon Mr. D exter, excusing him ­ 
self for speaking from the chair, spoke 
against the granting of any farther new 
licenses, and argued in favor of 
his 
resolution that there were already too 
m any saloons in operation in the city. 
Mr. Knox stated that if an application 
should be m ade by a reputable citizen 
for a saloon in th e business part of tho 
city, he would alw ays be in favor of 
granting i t ; but that he never had been 
in favor of allowing saloons to open up 
in the residence portion of the city. 
Mr. 
Lewia said that he was always w illing to 
put him self on record as voting for or 
against each saloon a« it came up before 
the board, but he was decidedly against 
lim iting th e num ber. 
There were dif­ 
ferent grades of saloons, as in any other 
business, and he should always be in fa­ 
vor of closing up the “ d ives;” 
but he 
did not propose to prohibit a decent citi­ 
zen from conducting a respectable sa­ 
loon. 
H e therefore moved to lay the 
resolution on the table. 
The motion be­ 
ing seconded by Mr. Knox, it prevailed, 
and the board adjourned.

To the Loa Angeles County Board o f S u ­ 
pervisors: 
We respectfully tender herewith the 
m onthly report for 
February of the 
County Horticultural C om m ission: 
The policy adopted by thi9 com m ission 
of continued aud earnest search for a 
parasite that w ill destroy the red and 
8au Jose scales, or any other pests that 
are injurious to fruit trees, has been pur­ 
sued during the past month. 
Our secretary was instructed to com- 
municats with United States Entom olo­ 
gist C. V. R iley, at, Washington, request­ 
ing him to ask Congress for an appropri­ 
ation that would enable the Department 
of Agriculture to seek the world over for 
parasites that prey on the insect pests 
that are now threatening the welfare of 
our great fruit industry. 
In reply, Prof. 
R iley advises us “ that he will not be able 
to do much with Congress in the way we 
suggest, but that he hopes and expects 
that the United States Department of 
Agriculture will have power to act with­ 
out such petition after next June.” Prof. 
R iley still further advises us “ that the 
red scale of California (aspidiotus -4u- 
rantii) has been believed to be of A us­ 
tralian origin, but that it is about as 
abundant there as In California. 
He 
eays that it does occur in other parts of 
the world, and m uch inquiry will have to 
be made before we can feel sure of its 
native home. 
That it has som e parasite 
enemies 
in 
California, and 
though 
it 
doubtless 
has others ia Austra­ 
lia, 
we 
know 
so 
far 
only 
of 
a 
fungus 
and 
a 
sm all 
beetle 
that attacks 
it there.” 
Prof. 
Riley 
aleo says “ that the Sau Jose scale («spt- 
diotus perniciosus) is not as yet know n to 
be an imported species, but that all these 
scales are amenable to careful treat­ 
ment by the sprays which we have lately 
recommended or by the improved gas 
treatm ent.” 
Notwithstanding the 
valuable opin­ 
ions of Prof. R iley, this com mission feels 
that in making inquiry for a parasite for 
the red scale, in other countries, search 
should also be made for an enem y for 
the San Jose scale insect. 
This pest, if 
not speedily destroyed, will utterly ruin 
the deciduous fruit interests of this Coast. 
It not only checks the growth of ttie tree, 
but it covers the tree literally entire and 
the fruit nearly as m uch so, and if left 
unchecked, the tree is killed in three 
years’ tim e. 
There is absolutely no parasite at work 
on the San Jose scale insect. 
We find 
the dangerous pest invading every d e­ 
ciduous fruit district iu the county, and 
have notified owners of each infested 
orchards to disinfect, giving them the 
neceesary mode of procedure. 
Unless 
the 
San 
Jose 
insect 
is 
thoroughly 
stam ped out, th e deciduous fruit inter­ 
ests of th e county will, in a few years, 
have dwindled to naught. 
In our January report to you, w e men­ 
tioned having been compelled, after ex­ 
hausting the necessary prelim inaries, to 
place in the hands of the District Attor­ 
ney, for prosecution, the case of F. Ü. 
Carr, of Vernondale. 
We were led to 
take this step, not only from our sense 
of duty to the State law prescribing it, 
but as a determination of our duty and 
obligation to th e fruit growers of Los 
A ngeles county, wherein we sought to 
etamp out a dangerous insect pest, tho 
Santa Ana red scale, just obtaining a 
foothold in this county. 
The case came 
up before Justice Rankin and a jury of 
six, February 14th in San Antonio town­ 
ship, and was decided against the State 
on the 17th. 
The evidence of the de­ 
fense was sim ply a line of individual 
theories, in fact farcical, when compared 
with the important results of years of 
study by scientific entom ologists, and 
the long and tried experience of the 
m ost thorough and intelligent horticul­ 
turists of our county. 
It is not, and has not been, the policy 
of this commission to enforce indiscrim ­ 
inate spraying, without regard to the ex­ 
istence of parasitic insects, but in tbe 
case of Mr. Carr, it was evident to us, 
that unless prompt measures were taken, 
the “ Santa Ana” red scale would eff ct 
a lodgem ent in this district that would 
eventuate in its spreading to every citrus 
fruit orchard in L js Angeles county in 
another eighteen m onths. 
Tne result of 
our efforts, when it íb considered as the 
consequence of public opinion, ia cer­ 
tainly a sad commentary on Los Angeles 
county as a citrus or deciduous fruit 
growing district. 
This commission en­ 
deavors to squelch the most dreaded of 
all red scale insects, in its incipiency, an 
insect that has no effective parasite, but 
is 
prevented from doing so by a jury 
influenced by the 
public opinion 
of 
Vernon district. 
in connection with this deplorable re­ 
sult, we hand you herewith a careful 
compilation of statistics showing the 
number of citrus trees now under culti­ 
vation in the county. It does not include 
trees situated in acreage cut up into 
“ town lots,” or that have been aban­ 
doned or are not worthy of future care.

In addition to this there are 395,000 
budded orange and lemon trees in nur­ 
sery form that will be planted the com­ 
ing season. 
This does not include seed 
bed plants. 
Thus there will be 1,054,647 
citrus frait trees, the comparative income 
from w hich can be easily computed, that 
w ill be threatened with ruin by an insect 
peet that tb e com m ission has been op­ 
posed in its endeavors to check. 
In our previous reports we have called 
your attention to the quarantine of other 


counties against our nursery stock and 
fruit. 
The wide publicity given this late ob­ 
struction to the law, made to protect and 
promote the horticultural interests of the 
State, will still farther enact against the 
county. 
We are pleased, however, to 
report that in som e portions of the county 
producors are alive to the value of our 
fruit industries, and realiza the necessity 
of vigilant protection. 
In connection 
therewith we hand yon a communication 
from the Pomona Board of Trade, includ- 
iug resolutions adopted by that body. 
Our instructions to inspectors have been 
to enforce the law in all cases, in refer­ 
ence to infected fruit exposed for sale, 
and since receipt of the Pomona Board 
of Trade resolutions, we have repeated 
said instructions. 
It will be apparent to you that if the 
trees now under cultivation and to be set 
out this season are to return an income 
to oar producers, and if Los Angeles 
county is to retain its well-earned repu­ 
tation as a citrus fruit growing county; 
and, still further, if the thousands of 
ucre8 in this county, so woll adapted for 
fruit-growing, are to be settled up and 
cultivated by fruit growers, it will be 
necessary to redouble all previous efforts 
in a warfare against insect peats. 
We regret to report that during the 
past month a new insect pest, that is 
new to this county, has found a lodg­ 
ment here. 
We refer to the “ purple scale” that 
has been introduced on the large number 
of orange trees now being brought into 
the State from Florid». 
Effective means 
are, however, being used by 
us in 
stamping it out, and we are pleased tob e 
able to report thr.t we have been w ill­ 
ingly supported in our efforts by all deal 
era handling the p'.ock. 
The State Beard of Horticulture, the 
State Fruit-growers’ Convention and the 
Convention of County Horticultural Com ­ 
missioners all m eet in Los Angeles March 
10th-15th. 
These bodies w ill be made up from the 
leading horticulturalists of the State, men 
of high intelligence and long experience 
in horticultural pursuits. From their de­ 
liberations and determinations we hope 
for grand results in furthering the fruit 
iudustries of our county and in protect­ 
ing it after such promotion. 
We nave employed the sam e number 
of inspectors this month as duriug the 
last. 
They have inspected 857 acres, 
containing 49,759 trees, and have served 
thirty-two notices on owners of infected 
orchards.

W a sh in g t o n , March 5.—In the Senate 
today the bill increasing the pension of 
the widow of General W arren was taken 
up, and on the question of its passage the 
vote w as: 
Yeas 19, nays 6. As there 
was no quorum voting there w asjt call of 
the Senate,when thirty-six Senators (less 
than a quorum) answered. Thereupon a 
m otion by Platt directing the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to request the attendance of 
absent Senators was agreed to. After 
some minutes the presiding officer (In­ 
galls) informed the Senate that the Sei 
geant-at-Arms had just reported that 
there were twenty-two Senators in the 
restaurant. They had all been notified 
to attend, and they declined to do so. In 
a few minutes, however, several of the 
disobedient Senators entered and ex­ 
plained that they were discussing the 
m erits of two Columbia river salmon, 
weighing between thirty-five and forty 
pounds each, which had been shipped to 
Colonel Montgomery, of Portland, Ore­ 
gon, who is visiting Washingtoo, and had 
been by him served up for the delectation 
of his friends in the upper house. 
The cbair announced that as thore was 
a quornm now present, and 2 o’clock had 
arrived, the Educational bill was before 
the Senate as unfinished business, and 
the W arren pension bill would remain on 
the calendar. 
Barbour addressed the Senate in advo­ 
cacy of the Educational bill, and Plumb 
made an address in opposition to the bill. 
After executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed.

W a s h in g t o n , March 5 .—Imm ediately 
after the reading of the journal, consid­ 
eration of the Arkansas election case of 
Featherstone vs. Cate was resumed, and 
the contestee was accorded the floor to 
speak in his own behalf. The duty of 
the members, he said, was not to elect to­ 
day a Representative from the First dis­ 
trict of Arkansas, but laying aside party 
prejudices, determine whom the people 
of tnat district hud chosen to represent 
them. 
McRae, of Askansas, in a four-minute 
■peecn, defended and eulogized the peo­ 
ple of his State. 
Houk, of Tennessee, who has charge 
of the case for the majority of the com­ 
mittee of elections, made a presentation 
of the claims of the contestant. In con­ 
clusion, Houk urged that the colored 
people of the South should be given a 
fair chance. 
"No m an can hold a seat 
on this floor,” said he, "w ho has been 
returned by means of rifles, clubs and 
fraudulent ballot boxes.” 
He was in 
favor of a national election law. 
At the conclusion of his speech, Houk 
demanded the previous question. 
H ill, of Illinois, a Republican who was 
supposed to be opposed to the claims of 
Featherstone, rose and asked unanimous 
consent to address the House. There 
was a good deal of excitement exhioiced 
during the roll-call, as the vote was very 
close. 
The vote resulted: Yeaa 145, 
nays 141; so the pre vious question waB 
ordered. 
Outhwaite then offered as a substitute 
for the first resolution reported by the 
majority (declaring that Cate was not 
entitled to the seat), a resolution de­ 
claring that Featherstone was not en­ 
titled to it. 
Rejacted ; yeas 138, nays 
144, Hill, cf Illinois, voting with the 
Democrats. 
Springer moved to recommit the case 
to the committee on elections with in­ 
structions that the committee appoint a 
sub-committee to proceed to Arkansas to 
investigate the election in the First dis­ 
trict, of that State. 
Boutelle suggested the propriety of a 
provision that the members of the com­ 
m ittee be perm itted to return to Wash­ 
ington alive. 
Springer’s motion was defeated, yeas 
138, nays 146. During the roll call a 
great deal of confusion existed, Outh- 
waite calling the Speaker’s attention to 
the fact, asked that order be restored. 
The Speaker—The House will be in 
order. The gentlemen will take their 
seats and cease conversation. 
Crisp, who was standing in one of the 
aisles, objected to being pointed out. 
The Speaker—The Chair did not point 
out the gentleman. 
After a heated argum ent between the 
Speaker and Crisp, the latter said : "The 
only point I desire to make is that the 
Speaker goes too far, when, after lie has 
obtained order and a gentleman is at­ 
tempting to find his seat, the whole 
business is suspended and an individual 
m ember pointed out in this way.” 
The Speaker—The Chair 
does not 
think any gentleman ought to consider 
himself any exception to the request 
made by the Speaker that the gentlemen 
take their seats. 
The vote declaring that Cate was not 
elected was, yeas 147, nays 138, and 
Featherstone was seated by a vote of 
yeas 145, nays 135, and the oath of office 
was administered to him by the Speaker. 
Adjourned.

YVa sh in g t o n , Maich 5.—Before the 
House committee on coinage, Walker, of 
Massachnsetts, said: 
" I am satisfied 
that it is the desire of a large majority of 
the people of the United States that a 
further effort be made to bring the price 
of Rilver and gold together at the ratio of 
1873. 
While personally I am a Di-met- 
aiist, I am willing to try a further ex­ 
periment by passing the Treasury bill in 
obedience to a popular dem and, at a 
inimum risk to our monetary system ; 
but the Senate bill departs 
bo widely 
from all experience that under no cir­ 
cumstances could I vote for it. 
The Secretary’s bill proposes to receive 
po much of the silver product of the 
United States (that is, the product of our 
own mines and of ores reduced in this 
country) as may be offered at its market 
value, and issue notes against it. The 
silver product of the United States, in­ 
cluding the silver obtained from Mexi­ 
can ores reduced in this country, aggre­ 
gates about 51,000 000 ounces annually. 
Deducting the amount used annually in 
the arts, say 6,000,000 
ounces, the 
amount offered would probably aggre­ 
gate 45,000,000 ounces; at the price of 
$1 per ounce, the quantity received and 
on which notes could be issued, would 
amount to $45,000 000, all the product 
of American mines and smelters. 
‘The Government is simply a passive 
agent for the receipt of such American 
silver as is offered, and is not compelled 
to go abroad and join with foreign spec­ 
ulators in creating a fictitious price for 
silver.”

One week from today the vote will be 
cast on the interior eewer system for 
this city. The next <1*7 there will be an 
election to vote nearly twice as much 
money for the storm-wate'* drains, and 
on the following day a th irJ election 
will be held to vote nearly as mucu tor an 
ontfall sewer as toh the storm-V^ter 
drains. The total snm at stake in the 
three elections is about one and a-half 
million dollars. This debt is to be paid 
off in twenty years, and to do this will in­ 
crease the taxea of the city by about 
$150,000. To pot the property in con­ 
nection with this system of sewerage will 
cost about $75 per lot. 
The first reflection pertinent to these 
propositions 4fl 
¡tone of them ought to 
ltd by default. 
So far as the friends of 
the scheme go there is no fear of any 
such result. 
It is very evident that 
those who pay no taxes will vote for all 
tbeee bonds at all hazards in the hope of 
benefiting their own interests. 
It will 
not require 
any argument to prove 
to these people that they will benefit by 
the expenditure of the money. They 
know they cannot lose anything and 
will take all the chances on making 
something. 
It is therefore incum bent on the tax 
payers, large and small, to express their 
will at the polls. Every man who has a 
vote should cast it. 
To do this requires 
registration; and if any voter is.not on 
the great register he should go on it at 
once. 
Another thing the taxpayers 
should do is to organize so as to take 
care of their interests. They should hold 
a meeting and appoint a strong commit­ 
tee to take such steps as may be thought 
desirable. 
As to the merits of the several schemes 
there is a pretty wide-spread idea that 
the interior system per se is a m atter that 
needs attention. 
It is also conceded 
that the present time would not be 
a bad one to make a beginning as a gen­ 
eral proposition. 
But when the friends 
of this interior system come to look over 
the plans, many who would vote “ yes” 
on the proposition find the proposed sys­ 
tem so tied to the outfall sewer that they 
are inclined to insist on ¡getting 8uch 
changes made as wiil perm it of the dis­ 
position of the sewage otherwise. There 
is another very considerable class who 
are not disposed to perm it the ring in 
power to handle so large a sum of money. 
They look at their tax receipts and fiod 
the valuation run up by the millions, and 
the rates run np higher and higher in 
spite of the increase in the valne of the 
taxable property. Then they turn to the 
city and find, in epite ot these im ­ 
mense taxes, the streets badly cared for 
the police force cut down, the street de­ 
partm ent curtailed in its efficiency, and 
a thousand signs of mingled extrava­ 
gance and incosnpetency on all sides. 
Y et they see these same clficials resist­ 
ing by every legal technicality ihe letting 
of the city funds oat on interest so as to 
relieve the city of some of these burdens. 
In fact they see a ring of unpatriotic 
politicians 
bent 
more on 
private 
gain than public good. 
They 
these things and swear by * ‘the nine 
gods of L&tium” that those who repre 
sent the city shall go out of office next 
fall. They will vote down the bonds in 
order to have the sewer money spent by 
a more patriotic and a more competent 
Council. 
As to the m erits of the other two 
schemes, the idea is very widespread 
that there is no m erit but m uch demerit 
them , and that they ought to be

Nothing is so fatal to a man who would 
be great as the desire and tendency to 
say funny things. It grows on him , and 
always handicaps him in the long run.

It is almost absolutely certain 
th at if Neagle had bedniu official uniform 
when acting as Justice Field’s body­ 
guard, no tragedy would have occurred 
But the fact that he was in citizen’s cos 
tume disguised his official character, and 
enabled him to kill Terry as if from am ­ 
bush. 


I t is needless to bay th at w h e n the 
vote was taken yesterday in the contest 
of Featherstone for Cate’s seat, that the 
Republicans gave it to Featherstone.

cratic party for the m anner in which for 
years it has prevented the accomplish­ 
ment of this purpose. 
It denounces the 
practice of the Democratic party in its

W a sh in g t o n, March 5.—Argument be­ 
fore the United States Supreme Court in 
the Neagle habeas corpus caso was con­ 
cluded today. 
Choate continued his ar 
gument on the line laid down by him 
yesterday, that of the supremacy of the 
United States to Scate?. 
maintained 
that w lm the Constitution vested the 
judicial power iü the courts, and to carry 
this into effect, enacted laws to divide 
the country into circuits, it necessarily 
imp|ied that in the discharge of the du­ 
ties bo imposad upon them , the officers 
of the courts should be absolutely pro­ 
tected by the Government whose ser­ 
vants they are. 
The ca-jQ was closed by Attorney-Gan- 
eral Johnson, of California, in behalf of 
the State. 
He conceded that Congress 
might pass a law for the protection of 
judges while traveling to or from their 
circuits, but maintained that no such law 
had been passed, giviDg this protection 
either in words or by implication, aud 
that its passage was absolutely essential 
in order to oust the police power of the 
States. 
During Johnson’s argument Justice 
Harlan interrupted Johnson to ask him : 
“ Suppose, Mr. Attorney-General, this 
tragedy had occurred in the court room ; 
that a man had come in for the purpose 
of killing the judge; what then?” 
“ O, I think an officer would undoubt­ 
edly have authority to protect hie judge,1 
said Johnson. 
“ Under what statute wonld you rest 
the defense of this?” queried Judge H ar­ 
lan. 
“ It would be no statute,” replied 
Johnson, “ but 
simply the inherent 
power of the court to m aintain the pro­ 
tection cf itself in the court room, but 
outside the court room the case would 
assume a different aspect.” 
“ Then you hold that Justice Field and 
Marshal Neagle while in the station af 
Lathrop were in the simple capacity of 
private individuals,’-’ a?ked Harlan. 
“ Undoubtedly, yes,” replied Johnson. 
. Johnson then attacked the position of 
the opposing counsel, who maintained 
that Terry and his wife had entered into 
a conepirocy to violate the laws of the 
United States, and that Neagle in pre­ 
venting the consummation of the con­ 
spiracy against the United States law, 
had placed himself under the jurisdic­ 
tion of Section 753, Revised Statutes, 
providing for a writ of habeas corpus. 
Tiiifl argument Johnson met with a single 
reference to the law of California, which 
says there can be no conspiracy between 
a man and wife, they being as one. 
Referring to the question of the police 
power of California, Johnson said this 
was a came involving an alleged viola 
tion of the police laws of the 8t;?te. 
He 
quoted from the Constitution, where it 
says powers not delegated to the United 
States are reserved to the State. The 
tenth article of the am endm ent must 
govern iu matters of police power until 
Congrees passes a law giving the federal 
authority peculiar police powerB. 
Johnson then referred to the opinion 
of the late Chief Justice Marshall, that 
an officer of the United States in per­ 
forming his duty does it at hie own peril, 
and if he proceeds iu such performance 
otherwise than is 
warranted by the 
specific law, he is liable for damages. 
Johnson maintained that Attorney- 
General Miller had no authority to order 
Neagle to perform the duty that was per­ 
formed, as there was no specific law 
under which 
Miller could command 
Neagle. The simple fact that a federal 
officer is acting in the line of His duty is 
not a guarantee that he should come 
under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Court, unless his line of duty is war­ 
ranted and explicitly outlined by a fed­ 
eral law. 
In the absence of such law the 
officer comes under the jurisdiction cf the 
police power possessed and exercised 
by the State. “ W eare told that no such 
law was needed. The m arshal possesses 
inherent powers, equivalent to a warrant 
of law. ^ I say there can be no inherent 
powers invested in a m arshal, whose 
powers are named and limited by law.” 
Johnson then elaborated his argument' 
on the line of the powers of the police 
law possessed by the State and to which 
he claimed Neagle was clearly ausenable 
when he broke the peace by' killing 
Terry. 
Here Johnson rested and the 
case went to the court. 
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L o nd on, March 5 .—Labouchere, in an 
interview on the subject of the Clevo- 
and-street scandal, said it could net be 
denied that Hammond was assist©i to 
escape. 
The books at Cook’s tourist 
office, he said, show that Newton, solici­ 
tor of Lord A rthur Somerset, bought 
tickets to America for Hammond and the 
boy who accompanied the latter in his 
flight. There were also a num ber of let­ 
ters which prove that Hammond was as­ 
sisted to leave the country.

THE PARNELL DEBATE. 
The debate on the am endm ent to 
Smith’s motion, relative to the adoption 
by the Commons of the Parnell Commis­ 
sion’s report, moved by Gladstone, was 
resumed today. MacNeill (Home Ruler) 
said he believed the appointment of the 
commission was merely an attem pt by 
the Government to stir up hatred against 
the Parnellites.

Four Celestials Arrested at Huron, 
Mich , and Sent Back to Canada 
In Short Order. 


Associated Press DlBPatoho* to the HwtAi.n 
D etroit, Mich., March 5 .—A special 
to the Free Press from Port Huron 
Mich., gives the particulars of a regular 
underground route for importing China­ 
men into the United States. Last Thurs­ 
day the arrest of several Chinamen was 
reported there. 
It is now learned that 
the arrests were made by Detective Day, 
of the Treasury Department. Oa Wed­ 
nesday last Day received information 
that an invoice of opium or raw China­ 
men might be expected to cross there 
that night. 
Detective Day, in company 
with Local Inspector Green, placed him­ 
self on the watch, and their vigil was 
rewarded by finding four Chinamen just 
brought over from Sarnia. The quartette 
headed for Tick Chung’s place, a local 
Chinese laundry. 
After seeing them 
safely in, the officers broke open the 
door and arrested the proprietor and a 
stranger, one Wa Sing. As no trace of 
the others was found, the officers re­ 
turned the following day and made a 
thorough investigation, which resulted 
in finding the missing Chinamen under 
a bed. On their persons and among the 
belongings of the captured pig-ta Is were 
found twenty-six letters, addressed to 
different firms in Canada and the United 
States. All had cards showing where 
they were to go, this lot being 
addressed to Qnong Wah, 226 Bunker 
street, Charleston. 
The party also had 
a complete opium joint outfit. 
It appears from information gained 
that Tick Chung had contracted to pass 
200 of his fellow countrymen, for which 
service he received $20 per capita. On 
Sunday, February 3d, five passed the 
border and went to Detroit. On Tuesday 
two others followed, and on Wednesday 
the officers caught four. It is quite evi­ 
dent, from the methods employed and 
from the documents secured from Wah 
Sing, that a well organized gang is en­ 
gaged at this Chinese importation, and 
no doubt closely connected with, or part 
of, the opium smuggling gang which had 
such hard luck at this point last year. 
From Wa Sing was taken a list of 
Agents, starting at Hong Kong. China, 
and including Victoria, B. C., Ottawa, 
Toronto, London, Sarnia and the follow­ 
ing American cities: Detroit, St. Clair, 
Monroe, Mich.; Indianapolis, Seattle, 
Washington, Marysville, C al.; San Fran­ 
cisco, Caithage, M o.; St. Paul, Minn.; 
Sable, Mich.; New York, Los Angeles, 
C al.; Springfield, O. ¿'Buffalo, N. Y .; 8t. 
Louis, Rochester, Manistee, M ich.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; Fenton, M ich.; Port­ 
land Of ; Lapeer, Mich.; Columbus, 
Ind.; Galesburg, III.; Toledo, Ohio; 
Das Moines, Iowa; Columbus, Ohio; 
Cleveland, Hamilton, Ohioj 
K y.; Nashville, Tenn.; Asklanu, . 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Saginaw and other 
points.

Preseat Condition 
Rate War. of the 


SMALL PROSPECT OF DEEP CUTS. 


Another Small Reduction Probable 
Today—Tha Building of the 
Road from Milford. 


There ie a good deal of talk about a 
rate-war and a deep cutting of rates be 
tween this Coast and the East, but there 
has been no increase in the amount of 
the reduction. A telegram from Sao 
Francisco announces that one broker in 
that city sold some second-class tickets 
at $35. The cut price is $40, against 
$47.50, the original price. The tickets 
he sold at this price were over the Santa 
Fe and Atlantic and Pacific. 
As the rate from Kansas City to Chi­ 
cago is $12.50, the reduction to $35 
means that the limit is reached. The 
war started in to stop the Iowa roads, 
connections of the Northern Pacific, 
which were giving through passengers 
from Portland the benefit of a reduction 
brought about in a local fight. These 
roads, it must be remembered, are not in 
the association, and their action does 
not indicate any probability of the 
breaking up of that organization. 
It 
is of coarse perfectly possible that the 
association may go to pieces at any time, 
and there is perhaps more chance of a 
break-up taking place when a rate war is 
on, but this particular war is not of a 
kind to necessarily indicate its dissolu­ 
tion. There is much more probability 
that the roads in the association will act 
in harmony to crush the Iowa roads, and 
earry the rate-cutting only to the point 
necessary to accomplish this end. 
The ten-day rule which the association 
has adopted during the last few years, 
makes a rate war a mnch more serious 
matter than it was in 1885. If the roads 
•honld get info a fight and pnt the price 
down to $5 or $1, by the rules of 
the association ten days must elapse 
before they could be raised again, and 
dnriDg bo long a space a great deal 
of damage could be done to the finauces 
of a road. The association also has a 
rnle that a rate cannot be lowered for 
three days. If the Santa Fe therefore 
wished to go below its first cut it was 
necessary that it should do it by the fic­ 
tion of allowing ticket brokers Buch a 
commission that they could sell at $35. 
If it proposes to make this further cut, 
today is the first day ou which it would 
be posbible. It may reasonably be ex­ 
pected tkat the work will be completed 
tnday. and that the rates, instead of $(¿3 
and $40, will be $57.50 and $35. This is 
the action which is expected by some 
railroad men. When this cut has been 
made the limit will have been reached, 
unless the association breaks up, which, 
as has been said, is not likely to happen. 
One circumstance which lends more 
probability to the idea that war is im- 
minont than any other, is the fact that the 
Missouri Pacific has taken occasion 
while the row was in progress to make a 
rate of $10 from Kausas City to Pueblo. 
This is outside of the territory where 
h f-tilitieB Are in progress and is con­ 
sidered unjustifiable by the other linei in 
the association. 
President Manvel and Manager Wade, 
of the Santa Fe, spent the day yesterday 
at 8an Diego. 
United States Railroad Cjmmissioner 
Hassard arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon on the Southern Pacific. 
The Southern Pacific haj located a new 
station at Ogilbv, which in just this side 
of Yuma. It is a postal station. 
A Warner excursion of fifty people 
came in on the Santa Fe yesterday. 
A Pioche newspaper gives the follow­ 
ing description of the building of the 
road from Milford eouth toward Los 
Angeles: 
“The first seventy-five or eighty miles 
of the road from Milford presents no 
difficulties whatever; it is nearly as level 
as a floor and contains but two curves. 
The contractors on this part of the road, 
delayed by bad weather, are now rush­ 
ing things generally, and the engineers 
in charge state that the road will be at 
Desert Springs by the middle of April. 
No heavy work or grading Í6 encountered 
on the line until Clover-valley wash is 
reached, where, for about twenty-five 
miles before reaching Meadow-valley 
wash, no less than 100 bridges must be 
built and eight tunnels run, one of which 
íb 050 feet in length. One of the bridges 
also is upwards of 600 feet long aud three 
sets of timbers high. Added to this is 
an immense amount of side cutting, so 
rough is the country, and the character 
of the rock being granite, or a con­ 
glomerate sandstone, difficult to work, 
the necessity for a large force of work­ 
men in order that good progress may be 
made can be readily seen. 
“ Sub-contractors' campa now extend 
from a point about one mile above Clover 
▼alley to Dutch Flat, seventeen miles 
from which latter place is but three 
miles from Meadow-valley wash. At 
present not more than thirty-five men 
are working at any of these camps, ex­ 
cept that of Daniel Lyons, where 150 or 
more are engaged, nearly all at rock 
work. Each tunnel will be 18x22 feet, 
and the roadbed or grade will be 15 feet 
on top. The wages paid are $30 a month 
for “skinners,” or mule drivers; $2 a day 
for rock work, and $2 50 a day for face 
work ; board deducted at $5 per week, 
and time checks discounted 10 per cent, 
when presented at headqaarterB. Some 
contractors are said to pay only $1.75 per 
day, but find it difficult to get men of 
any kind at that price. 
Thus far no 
“dggoes” or Italians have b3en sent in; 
but a crew may soon be looked for, so 
pressing is the nee 1 of men. 
“The headquarters of the west end of 
the present contract a?e at Clover val­ 
ley, where a dozen or more large tents 
are pitched, embracing a general supply 
store, restaurants, offices, sleeping 
places, etc. Meals are 50 cents, lunch 
25 centn, the wants of the inner man be­ 
ing well provided for, except in the mat­ 
ter of ‘fuael oil,* of which none is kept 
in stock. 
“The railroad company has purchased 
the right of way through Clover valley 
from the settlers. The necessary deeds 
passed last week, but the terms were not 
made public. All the conveyances were 
made to the Oregon Short Line and Utah 
Northern^Railway Company, though it is 
generally understood to be on Union 
Pacific capital.”
